NOTES AND COMMENTS. 


Hongkong and the Labour 
Difficulties. 


The existence of labour difficulties in 
Hongkong is a subject often commented 
upon, and the letter of Mr. Epwakp 
Osnorne, as Secretary to the Rongkong 
and Kowloon Wharf and Gadown “o., Ld., 
whieh owas addressed to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and appeared in our 
columns last evening, goes side by side with 
the numerous complaints recently made by 
private individuals respecting the behaviour 
of native servants. Several months ago, 
when discussing the general points of the 
subject at issue, we vetlured to express the 
conviction that when the coolie took the 
reins in his own hands and cndeavoyred to 
dominate his master, it was time he should 
be severely dealt with and sent to prison 
without the option ofa fine. Mr. Osnarxe 
undoubtedly airs, public opinion in his 
very thoughtful communication to the 
Chamber of Commerce. and it is gratifying 
to note that, unlike the question of stowa- 
ways, the Government intends taking the 
matter up, and that the Attorney General 
has already drafted a Bill to meet the cause 
of complaint. In view of the conditions 
which have been prevailing for some time 
past, and the climax which now appears to 
have been reached, we may go a step further 
and hope that the law will deal even more 
severely than at present with those ‘ boys” 
who havea notion that they are employed 
to dominate us in our domestic surroundings. 
Unfortunately we are not the only communily 
in the East who have had to suffer as, indeed, 
we are still doing, from the unseemly be- 
haviour of those in our employ ; for, accord- 
ing to the Malay Mai? of the 16th inst, 
they are ina similar fix at Selangor. ‘This 
is their opinion, written, prior to a meeting 
called to consider the matter :—- 


“The aieeren of the limitation of the sove- 
Teignty of the servant over the master is one 
that affects our community strongly, for we 
have to compete with a labour market the 
demands of which are in constant excess of the 
supply, and which is able to offer inducements 
to the newarrival which powerfully affect him 
in choosing his industrial career in our States. 
But se.vants we must have! The main ques- 
tion, we take it, to be brought before the 
meeting to-night will be the placing of some 
sort of check on promiscuous rascality and the 
granting of means to the employer whereby in 
case of ured he may obtain some redress. 
Given these, the issue will rest in the hands of 
the employers themselves, It will be of no 

ractical use to pass excellent paper resolutions 
if those who do so are not determined to see 
the matterthraugh tothe end, Ifthe servants, 
as is probable, object to any curtailment of 
their: powers of peculation, a form of strike 
may follov. ‘Then would come the pull. 
Visions of dinners uncooked, homes unkempt, 
and a water supply totally insufficient to supply 
the place of the soda which there was no one 
to bring, rise up and form a vista {for a possible 
future which may cause the’ stoutest hear. to 
quail; but surely it will be’ better to put up 
with almost any temporary inconvenience for 
the sake of securing a permanent benefit, such 


as will euable the householders of the future: 


to regard his domestic accounts with com- 
placence. Sut if those who attend to-night’s 
meeting come merely to asceitain how they 
are to pass through the trying ‘ordeal with 
the least discomfort ‘to themselves, then it 
would ‘be infinitely better that ‘the uestion” 
should never be raised at all, forin such a case 
our domestics would only have to rejoice over 
‘an exhibition of weakuess which would prove 
to those far-se¢ing individuals how“completely 
we were within theirtoils” No! If'we act at 
all, let it be with an idea of benefiting not only 
ourselves but those who. have to reside in these 
States in times to come; let _us’ shoiv that we 
are our servants’ masters, and that, ii--case: of 
need, we are prepared to put our foot down 
I'we do.this, and if the individual will 
be only piblic-spiritéd enough to bring forward 
any casesof-rascality which arise, we feel, sure

HONGKONG AND THE ST. LOUIS 
WORLD'S EXPOSITION. 


——_—»—_— 


As announced in our edition last evening 
the Commissioner-General for the. St. Louis 
World’s Exposition, Mr, John Barrett, arrived 
at Hongkong om Saturday accompanied by 
his Secretary, Mr. Theodore Hardee. He will 
make the Colony bis headquarters while he 
pays visits to the Viceroys at Canton and Fao- 
chow. Mr. Barrett frequently passed through 
Hongkong when he was American Minister in 
Siam and is well acquainted here. He has 
just concluded successfully negotiations with 
the governments of China, Japan and Korea 
for their participation in the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, as it is technically called 
in honor of the purchase by the United States 
from France in 1803 of the vast Louisiana 
Territory. .As this was one of the 


MOST IMPORTANT EVENTS 


in American history, the, Government has 
decided to celebrate the one-hundredth anni- 
versary of this purchase by the greatest inter- 
national exposition ever attempted. Although 
the ded'cation of grounds and buildings will 
come next year, 1903, it will not formally open 
until April 30, 1904, and then continue untit 
December 1 of the same year. This World’s 
Fair will represent an expenditure of 
$30,000,000 gold and will cover an expanse of 
ground exceeding 1,090 acres, thus surpassing 
in both cost and extent the expositions at Paris 
in 1900 and at Chicago in 1893. It will be 
held in St. Louis which is located in the 
geographical and population centre of the 
United States, at the junction of the Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers. It is the fourth largest 
city of the country, having a population now 
approximating 700,000, and is the second 
railway centre. 
A DIPLOMATIC MISSION, 


The Commissioner-General’s mission is a 
diplomatic one and his labors are confined to 
negotiations with the high officials of the 
governments he visits, but he is glad to discuss 
the plan and scope of the Exposition with 
manufa turers, merchants, and all athers in- 
terested, 
representation from China, Japan, Korea, Slam, 
and the Philippines, will be of great benefit, to 
.the upbuilding of their foreign trade and will 
prove instructive and educational to the 
American people who have little knowledge of 
the iniportance of Asiatic commerce. 


A LARGE PROGRAMME, 


Mr. Barrett's future movements include 
Australia, New Zealand, Tasmania, India, 
“Ceylon, Burmab, Straits Settlements and Malay 
States, Siam, Indo-China, and the Philippines, 
He will probably visit Siam before proceeding 
to Australia, but that is not yet entirely 
determined.

Swatow, August 23rd, 
INJUSTICE TO PRISONERS. 
[n many parts of China it is customary to 
confine alleged offenders toa custody room, 
called Ngoi Kee, (outside prison), previous to 
their being sentenced, and it is not surprising 
to findthat while in this Ngoi Kee, they are 
very harshly treated by the keepers, who 
severely beat them for extortionary purposes. 
Sometimes the poor wretches dic from the 
effects of this, torture. It is interesting to 
note that seme of the officials have tried to 
stamp out this injustice, though up to th 
(present their efforts have met with no success. 
Ex-Magistrate Mo Ching, of Ching: Hoi Dis- 
trict, used to employ spies and forthe time being 
stopped these cruelties. This good system was 
also successfully carried out by Magistrate Mo 
Ching’s successors till Magistrate Fong Cheng 
took the reins, when it ‘appears that the spies

THE CHARTERED BANK, AND 


THE HONGKONG PUBLIC.

An extraordinary general meeting of ihe 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia and China, 
was held at the Cannon-street Hotel, London, 
E.C,, on 22nd ult, Mr. J. H. Gwyther in the 
chair. z 

The notice convening the meeting having 
been read, the Chairman expressed his regret 
at having bad to call a meeting that day, but 
their charter compelled it, and they had to 
abide by the law. The following letter had 
been addressed to the First Lord of the Trea- 
sury:—"The general public in Hongkong, 
European and Chinese alike, object to receiv- 
ing payments of even moderate amounts in 
cash, a reason, no doubt, being due to the un- 
wieldy nature of the silvercurrency, In conse- 
quence of this, the demand for bank-netes bas 
increased to such an extent that, especially 
during the time of the Chinese New Year, 
great difficulty is experienced by the manager

ofthis bank in meeting the requirements of 
his customers. The limit for note circulation 
at that branch under the existing charter is not 
sufficient to caable us to cope with the demands 
of the community. The matter is one of public 
convenience, and we therefore ask your lord- 
ships to consider our request that we should 
be authorised to issue notes in excess of the 
total amount of $8,000,000 as provided in our 
charter against the coin or bullion, or coin and 
bullion equal to the whole value of such excess 
issued forthe time being actually in circulat- 
ion. Under the conditions of the proposed 
arrangement it is manifest that no difficulty 
would accrue to the bank if the privilege we 
now ask were accorded. The 
BRNEFIT TO THE COLONY, 

however, would be of considerable importance, 
as cash payments will be greatly facilitated and 
business transactions promofed generally.” 

Continuing, the Chairman said they would 
then see that the company was acting fro dono 
pudlico, (Applause.) He would now read the 
resolution, “That the Court of Directors be 
authorised to apply for and to take all such 
steps as they may deem expedient to obtain 
such an extension by supplemental charter or 
otherwise of the Bank's powers under its pre: 
sent Charters as will enable it to increase the 
amount ofits issue of promissory notes above 
the -amount of $8,000,000 authorised by its 
existing Chairters.” 

Mr. Levita seconded, and it was carried 
unanimously. 

‘This concluded the meeting.
